he first manned space craft is taking form. 
The X-15, half-plane, half-missile, a hybrid of the hypersonic 
age, designed to take mam to outer space and back, is now being 
built for the Air Force, Navy, and National Advisory Committee 
for Aeronautics by North American aircraft in Los Angeles, 
The pencil-thin ship with wings like cleaver blades will actually 
be fired by its own rocket engine like a missile, to coast in a 
ballistic curve like an artillery shell to reach fantastic speeds 
and heights. 
New metal alloys, such as nickel and steel, are going into its 
construction. They were chosen for strength and high heat resist­ 
ance. 
For its baptism of fire on re-entry into the atmosphere from 
space, the X-15 will wear a complete external armor of nickel 
alloy. The heat that soaks through this resistant akin will meet 
titanium and stainless steel on the inside. Some aluminum is used 
internally where high heat and high loads are not a problem. 
After initial tests, the ship will be turned over to the Air Force 
and the NAC A to study the effects of friction heat on airplanes 
capable of flying thousands of miles an hour, as well as control 
outside the atmosphere where conventional airplane controls are 
useless. 
As a prelude to space flight it will also be used to study the 
psychological and physiological effects of weightlessness on the 
pilot.

The Canadian Dollar 


C anada experienced a record population growth 
during the 1950&, resulting since 1955 in larger im ports 
than usual, most of which cam e from the United States. 
Although im ports exceeded exports, the Canadian dol­ 
lar rase to the highest prem ium rn recent history, 
according to William McChesney M artin. J r., testify­ 
ing before the Byrd Com m ittee of the Senate; " . . . A 
sustained inflow of capital from abroad, mostly long­ 
term in ch aracter, has been m ore than sufficient to 
im* trad e d eceit, under 
he Canadian policy of 
B Pott t*g the exchange rate fluctuate freely 
in response 
to dem and and supply on the exchange m arket, this 
inflow has boosted the value of the Canadian dollar 
in the foreign-exchange m ark et." 
In a word. the rise of the Canadian dollar w as due 
to the large influx of Am erican and other capital for 
investm ent 
in 
C anadian 
com panies; 
the 
sale 
of 
Canadian .securities in the New York m arket, includ­ 
ing fraudulent C anadian mining securities. To show 
the 
dim ensions 
of 
these 
investm ents, 
principally 
American, between October 1955 and M arch 1957. net 
direct investm ents am ounted to C anadian $639,000 OOO; 
net new security issues am ounted to Canadian $701,- 
000,000; trad e in outstanding securities am ounted to 
Canadian $300,000,000 
other capital flows am ounted 
to Canadian $390 000.000 
Also, Canada increased its 
official holdings of gold and U. S. dollars by Canadian 
$16,000,000.

difficulties between the United States and C anada. On 
the other hand, there can be no advantage in any 
m is-statem ent of facts or any m isunderstanding of 
the .situation. As long as SEC cannot adequately police 
alien stocks sold in huge quantities in the United 
States, with the co-operation of the foreign governm ent 
concerned, it m ust be assum ed that the reason for 
the rejection of co-operation is not honest.
